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There is an ohl Chinese saying 'Tf 
you will keep a green bough in your 
heart, the singing bird will come,*' 
You know^, that’s a pretty good maxim 
for any woman to adopt into her own 
life. There are far too many un- 
happy, embittered, soured-on-Hfe in- 
dividuals in the world and Til bet in 
every instance the situation was 
brought on w^hen that spirit of hope- 
fulness and receptive ness which the 
“green bough’* of the proverb sym- 
bol isces, was forced out of theii^ 
hea rts. 

Who Has the Green Bough? 

Let*s take a few examples to see 
how it works, Mary and Jenny were 
friends from gir I hficaL From the time 
they were veiy young they dreamed 
of getting married and having homes 
of their own and children. As fate 
would have it, they never married* 
W^hen Mary's chance came along, she 
had to care for an invalid mother and 
felt she couldn't marry. W'^hen her 
mother died, Mary was in her late 
forties and nobody asked her. Jenny’s 
case was a little different but had the 
same end result* She was engaged to

At any rate, she ended 
up in her late forties, likewise a 
spinster* 

The Difference in Women 

But what a difference in the two 
women* Mary was a kindly, cheerful 
individual. Most certainly she kept 
the “green bough” living in her heart* 
She worked, and at the office she w’as 
always cooperative and pleasant. She 
decorated her small apartment bright- 
ly and tastefully. She invited people 
to her home and made them ^velcome* 
Her nieces and nephew’s loved her 
%^ery much and were always dropping 
in to a.sk “Aunt Mary's advice,” 

So it w^as with Mary. What about 
Jenny? From a pretty, friendly girl, 
Jenny, wrappetl up in her own sorrow, 
forgot eveiy body's feelings and inter- 
ests hut her own. She never contacted 
her friends and when they called her, 
she was gruff and I’Cseiwed to the 
point of rudeness. She w^as cross, ein* 
bittcred. It even show^ed in her face* 
She looked years older than Mary and 
they were the same age* The chil- 
dren in the neighborhood called her 
“Old Dragon” and cnicl as it was, it 
was partly justified. 

There was no green bough bloom- 
ing in Jenny *s heart* Therefore, no 
ainging bird of happiness could e%w 
come* 

The Sinjiiiig Bird Comes 

A real singing bird of happmess 
came to Mary’s green bough, how- 
e\'er* When she was 50, a charming 
widow’er asked her to marry him. She 
did and is supremely happy. She nev^er 
had the children of her own she al- 
ways longed for, but her husband’s 
gmwn sons and daughters love and 
respect her and their childi-en adore 
their jolly, loving “grandma*” 

There are many "green bough” 
stories all around us* We see exam- 
ples e%"ery day. 

Tragedy Must Not Destroy 

There's an old woman I know* She 
has had one of the saddest, hardest 
lives imaginable* She had two sons — 


one was killed in Ihe war, thci other 
is in prison. Her son’s wife died leav- 
ing two small children. She has to 
do charwoman's work for a living — 
supporting hevseif and the grandchil- 
drt^n. She is always cheerful and 
smiling and seems happy even at her 
hard work* She is keeping the green 
bough in her heart, *And every night 
the singing bird comes, when she gets 
home from work and two little chil- 
dren throw glad arms of welconm 
around her, and she fixes supper for 
them and tucks them safely in bed 
and tells them stories.

The most inipo riant financiai state- 
ments from the iiniJin tie g-otia tor's 
point of view are the Balance Sheet 
and the Profit and Loss Statement* 
Both of these statements are usually 
contained In the anumil i import which 
the company makes to itj$ stockhold- 
ers* The Profit and Loss Statement 
is sometimoH called a Statement of 
Income and Expenses or an Opera t frig 
Statement* 

The Balance Sheel 

The Balance Sheet is u statement 
showing what a coii>onitLoii owns and 
what it owes, at a particular date, in 
teimis of assets, liahi titles, capital and 
surplus* 





The piiiperty and property rights 
owned hy a company are its asset* 
These inchide cash, accounts receiv- 
able, inventciryf investments, build* 
ings and machinery, land, patent 
rights and other personal or real 
property, (loodwill is also sometimes 
listed as i\n assets* 

LhibilitieH Include all debts such ns, 
hills arising out of current opemtioiiB, 
notes, bondag or mortgages pay-ible, 
debentures, accrued interest or taxes, 
customers' det>ostta and stork out- 
standing* In general, there are two 
kinds of liabilities, claims of creditors, 
and claims of owners of the business* 


Most Iiahmst^ .sheets include some kind 
of resLM’Ve among the liabilitleH. 

Heserves are set aside fr^uii earn- 
ings for specific purposes* Tht‘re imt 
thiw general tyfJcs of reserves. Tliese 
are* 



1* Reserves that offset assets such 
as, reserves for depreciation and 
ohsolesfcnce, doubtful accounts, dis- 
counts to customers, and for prod^ 
uct guarantees* 

2* Reseiwes that are *ictual liabili- 
ties such as, reserves for taxes, 
insurance, and pensions. 

M* Reserves that are actually still 
(?art of surplus such as, the re- 
serves for contingencies* This type 
t»f reserve is used w’hen rmuiage- 
ment wishes to conserve cash by 
aVijiding payment of dividends* it 
is also used to pro%ide working 
capital and to set aside funds for 
improvements* 

Ri^erves which arc set aside for a 
specific pui-pose are called funds. For 
example, resi*r\%»s to accumulate cash 
to meet bond payments when they be- 
come due would be called a ‘ 'sinking 
fund." The union negotiator should 
pay particular attention to these it- 
seive accounts when the information 
in Ihi^ financial statement is ehul- 
leiiged. In such an event, the reserves 
assume special importance if Uiey are 
a deduction from, or a part of, a 
company's surplus* They tbim may 
contain substantial hidden pmfits. 
Another place to look for hidden 
profits is in the present government 
pniclice which permit*«i accelmated 
amortixation of part of the cost of 


so-calh'd ''emergency facilities,” This 
pi act ice permits corporations to 
charge off, for tax purpiKsen, large 
|iOJ‘tiitns of the cost of new iilaritH and 
fiiciliticfl over five-year periods in- 
stead of much [finger normal deprecia- 
tion periods of HI to 15 or 2fi years* 
Companies using this accelerated 
amortization jKiIicy make it seem that 
currenl ojierations are less profitable 

they 1 ‘eally are* A recent report 
of the fiperatioiis of n large chemical 
company provides an excellent illus- 
tration of how this rapid am firti na- 
tion feature can serve to eoncea! a 
coinpiiny’s true f^aiTuiigs* This com- 
pany spent million on n new 

plant ami efiui]uuent during the years 
between 1945 anrl 1955* The Govern- 
ment issued certificates of necessity 
which made it possihie for the com- 
pany to provide for deprcciulion, de- 
pletion, and amortization over n five- 
year period for an amount which was 
a million dollani more than the imtire 
net plant account of the company at 
the Iwginning of the lO-year p^Tiod. 
The annual report of the company to 
its stockholders stated that eaniings 
for the current fiscal year were $1*42 
per common shan-* Wliat the company 
did ntd repoid to its stockhohiers was 
that Its casli lUiniings foi* this same 
piO'iiiil amounted to $4*27 per share* 
To this extent, current n*ports on 
prrxfils are being undeiestimaled while 
future earning power is being built 
into the company. Meanwhih^ all of 
the cash earnings fire available for 
flebt retii-ement ami other eor(a»rate 
purposes* 

1 iipital and rapital *S(uck 
t'apital is the amount of money 
and the value of property originally 
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iiivtisted ill Ihti Imsiiifess plus the un- 
<listribiiU‘d [uofit. This iii- 

vtistmf;nt is shown on th^i ronipany 
balanci^ sheet as capital stock. Capi- 
tal accounts are shown on the liability 
side of the balance shec?t iK^causot in 
accountini^ theory, the business owes 
the capital to Its owners. The amount 
of capital is the basis for measuring 
the ratio of jnofits to investments. 

Hiiipliis 

Surplus ordinarily results from 
ea minims, in which case it is called 
earned surplus. It may also I'csult 
from the sate or revaluation of capi- 
tal assets, such as plants or land, in 
which case it is usually shown on the 
balance sheet as capital fturplus. 



The amount of surplus shown on 
the balance sheet repiesents the 
am 01 nit by which the assets exceed 
the total of Imbilities and capital If 
the total liabilities and capital is 
j^reater than the total assets then the 
lialance sheet will show a deficit figure 
instead tif a surplus figure. Thus it 
can be seen that the surjilus or deficit 
items arc the figures which make the 
"'balance sheet” balance. 

Coiporation law says that dividends 
can only lie paifl out of surplus. 

In the case of liquidatioti of a com- 
pany, the law provkies that common 
stockholders will receive all that is 
left after the payment uf liabilities. 
Therefore, the sum of the surplus 
and the common stock items )S the 
measure of the common stockholders' 
f^iuity in a company, 

Slateinenl of Profii and I^oss 

Unlike the balance sheet wbicb I'c- 
fleets the status of the company at a 
given instant, the Statement of Profit 
and Loss covers a period <jf lime* and 
its function is to reflect the activity 
rather than the status of the com- 
pany. 

It is important to umlerstand the 
relationship between the balance sheet 
ajul the [n'ofit and loss statement be- 
cause the two are interrelated, not 
independent. The profit and loss 
statement reports the nature of the 
transactions which change the net 
worth of the business as recmded in 
the balance sheet at the beginning of 


and I hr end of the period in winch 
the transactions took place. 

Apidiralion uf Financial Analysis 

The overall picture of a corpora- 
tion's profits is determined simply by 
relating the amount of its profit.s to 
the amount of its stockholders' ecpiity. 
As used herein “stockholders' equity” 
inchKles capital stock and earned sur- 
plus. The earned surplus is included 
in C(iiri|iuting the stockhnlilcrs' equity, 
because in theory at least it could be 
distributed to the stockholders as divi- 
dends* Because it has not been dis- 
tributed as dividends, the negotiator 
can assume that it is in the natuic of 
a reinvestment of earnings. 

It should be noted in passing that 
capital stock sometimes consists of 
preferred stock and common stock. 
The irref erred *^tock ordinarily 4m- 
titles the holder to a fixed amount of 
dividend which must be paid to him 
Wfore any rlivideuds are paiti to 
holders of common stock. Preferred 
stock dividends are usually cumula- 
tive which means that if di%1deiids 
arc not paid in one year the right to 
receive the unpidd dividends for that 
yeai' continues until it is [>ald. No 
dividends can be paid to common 
stockholders until all pief erred divi- 
dends ai'e imid in fuH. The common 
stock is not limited in the amount of 
dividends it may receive, and is en- 
titled to receive all profits remaining 
after payment of pj ef erred stock divi- 
I lends. 

The light of stockholders to divi 
ilends Is not absolute* in the sense for 
examjde, that bond holders aie en- 
titled to interest, lienee a corpora- 
tion board of directors may forego au- 
Iharization of payment of djvidonris in 
order to finance an expansion ) uro- 
gram, whereas* they could not skiji in- 
ti’iest payments to bond holders with- 
out subjecting them. selves to the 
chance of foreclosure. 

The i^ate of return on iiic stock- 
holders* equity is probably the most 
important figure that can be obtained 
from an analysis of a company's in- 
c<mie statement aufl balance sheets, 
Tbe stockholders* equity is made up 
of the sum of capital stock and sur- 
plus accounts which are found undej' 
tho liabilities side of the balance 
sheet. In other wmvls* the figure 
represents the amount of investment 
in the husines*s by the stockholders 
plug the amount of money which has 
been earned by the business and has 
not been paid out in dividends. In 
order to find out how much money the 
business is making for its owner's* the 
stockholders* it is necessary to f 11 vide 
the total -stockholders* equity into the 
net income for the current year. The 
riel income is Uiken from the state- 
ment of Profit and Loss and I'epr'e- 
senLs the amount of money that is 
left for payment of dividends or other 
pui'pose.'? after all opei'ating expenses, 
ta.xes and interest on borrow'eil money 


have been deducteti from the gross 
operating revenues of the business. 
The percentage figure obtained by the 
atiove calculation represents the ratt* 
of return on total stockholders' equity. 
To illustrate* if the total stockholder’s' 
e<iuity is one million cJollars ami the 
net incomf! for the current year tilO 
thou.sund dollars then the rate of re- 
turn for the period would lie HI irer 
cent. 

There is no absolute standard for 
measuring the reasonable r-etui’ii tm 
equity capital. Ordinarily a 4 per 
cent annual rate is eonsiriered arle- 
quate and a 5 per cent or G [ler cent 
rate of retuni excellent, If the in- 
vestment itself is secure ami conserva- 
tive ami not likely to be diminished 
by losse.s. On the other hand* if the 
risk to capital is great then a sub- 



stantially higher rate of return is not 
considererl u n reasonable. 

In order to antieiimtc the argu- 
ments which are frequently advanced 
by corporation spokesnu-n* to show 
the comjiariy's financial limitations* 
we wish to emphasize the fact that 
profits* not dividends* are the primary 
test of the corporation’s prosperity. 
This distinct Ion is important when 
the corporation is making profits but 
does not authorize dividend jiajinents. 
There are many reasons w'hy corpora^ 
tions i\o not pay dividends even 
thmigh they are making money. Man- 
agement may wish to retire its bonfls 
and thus reduce fixe<l interest chai'ges. 
Or the directors of the corporation 
may wish to use the profits for an 
ex))ansion program* There is nothing 
\vrong in either of these actions. The 
fact is that the stockholders benefit 
from the use of profits for these |)ur- 
poses. For example, whiui bonda are 
retiT'ed anrl the cor])oration debt thus 
is decreased the value of the stock 
increases. The elimination of fiver! 
liability for interest payments also 
increases the prospects foi- future 
profits. 

The purchase of land* the construc- 
tion of new' building.^ and installation 
of new machinery also increases the 
underlying value of the company 
stock. Consequently the benefit of the 
profits I'ot allied in the business is not 
lost to the stockholders merely lie- 
cause t^i’^^fits are not distributed as 
dividends. 

Reduction in wages or the refusal 
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to ijraiit wa>fc increases foi- such a 
reason as failiue to pay dividends, 
therefore, is not justified. Wa^e earn- 
ers are different from stockholders in 
that any vvitli holding of wages when 
the company can alto it! to pay them 
is an unrecoverable loss to the worker. 
The wages are lost forever, not merely 
postponed, as in the case of dividends, 
A brief explanatlDn of some of the 
othc]’ accounts which are fountl on 
statements of income and Ijalance 
sheets may hel|i in the analysis of 
these statemenls. Let's take the hah 
ance sheet first: under the heading 
of assets the following accounts are 
included: Cash, Accounts Receivable, 
Inventory, In\’estmenis, Machines, 
Buiblings, La ml, Patent Rights and 
other tangible or intangible ijersonal 
or real projUTty, Good will is an in- 
tangible item. It represents the value 
of the business over and above the 
fixed assets such aS plant, buddings, 
equipment, land, etc. There may also 
arijK'ar among the assets items called 
jirepaid expenses or defej i ed charges. 
Ordinarily such items arc not of im* 
portnnee to the negotiator, but an il- 
lustration of jirepaid expt'nses would 
he the cost of office supplies, station- 
cry, stamps and so forth on hand hut 
not ustaL An example of a deferred 
charge wouhi la* the cost of an ad- 
vertising cam|iuign already jiaid fur 
but from which the h4‘nefits will 1 k‘ 
forthcoming in the future. 

Liabilities, which are on the other 
side of the balance sheet, include all 
delds of the company, whethei" un- 
paid wuiges, lulls arising out of cur- 
rent n[>erationSp notes, bonds, or mort- 
gage's payable arising out of the har- 
rowing of money, accrued interest or 
taxes, customers, deposits, etc. 

.Also indmled on the I i abilities side 
of the balance sheet are the various 
reserve accounts. The most common 
ieserve is the reserve for tlepreciatlon 
of assets subject to wasting away 
from the passage of time o!' to wear- 
ing out f]’om use or both. This ro- 
se I've comes Into existence by charg- 
ing a proportion of the cost of the 
asset to the expense of operations 
each year. The reserve is theoretically 
accumulated over the estimated useful 
life of the asset. So that, when the 
asset is no longer useful the depre- 
ciation reserve ecpials the asset's 
original cost. This reserve may ap- 
pear on the asset side of the balance 
she<d as a deduction from the value of 
an asset, or it may appear on the 
Habiltly side. But in cither case its 
significance is the same. For the union 
negotiator's purposes the reserve.®* 
raj'dy require particular attention un- 
less the reliability of the information 
contained in the financial statement is 
itself challenged. In such event the 
reserves may assume special impor- 
tance, to the extent that they aj-e a 
ile<luction from or a part of a com- 
pany's surplus. They may contain 
suhslantial hidden pi’ofils as in the 


case described aliove whej e companies 
are setting up reserves for accelerated 
amort i station of emergency facilities. 

Mo.st items on a statement of in- 
come are self-explanatory, constitut- 
ing a record of revenue actually 
earned during a given period and a 
record of expenses and obligations 
actually incurred in operations. 

It should he noted that the item of 
*T'ash" lis it is listed in the assets 
column of the balance sheet is not 
“profU." Don't place too inncdi 
emjdiasis on the asset cash when 
analysing a company's financial re- 
ports. A growing busines.s with rising 
jirofits may ha\'e a cash bank balance 
much too small for its needs. While 
a large cash balance in another busi- 
ness might be the result of reduction 
in inventory or failure to propeily 
maintain liuildtngs and e<iuipment. A 
good example of this was the case of 
Montgomery Ward and Co. which 



huill up a cash reserv’-e in the IP years 
following the Second World War that 
amounted to approximately .$P00 mil- 
lion. The management did this at the 
expense of an expansion program, and 
as a result of the failure to move 
ahead and gi'ow with the times, the 
eompany lost its leadership in its fieUl 
of merchandising' to the other largt* 
coiii|ietitor in the field, namely, Sears, 
Roefnick & Comimny, 

“Ace rued Income'' comes from such 
soui'cea as tntcre.st earned on tlie 
bonds l>ut not ytd paid. For examide, 
bond interest is usualiy paid annually 
or semi-annually. A liahuice sheet 
may be prepared only three months 
after tiie last inlej-est date. The in- 
terest eai'ued in those thri'i^ months 
i.s shown on the balance sheet as “ac- 
crued intei'eM. income.’' 

“Accrued Kxpe rises'' avo handled 
the same way on the Hatullly side of 
the balance sheet. In this account is 
reccirded interest which is owed but 
not <lue until sometime after the prep* 
aration of the balance sheet and ac- 
crued expense i.s similar to an account 
payable. The accrual basis in account- 
ing is iKsed to show a correct alloca- 
tion of the income or expense items 
to tlu' iuopei“ acTouiiUng period. 

Deferred Tneome is income which 
has been received before it was 
earned, such as ad%*artce payment for 
service to be rendered. The monthly 


telephone service cliarge is a good 
example of deferred income because 
it is paid before the scivicc is given. 

Deferred Expenses are services or 
goods ordinarily regarded as expenses 
which have beem paid far and at the 
date of the financial statement have 
not bwn fully used up. Prepaid in- 
sui-ance is a good examtde of this typo 
of deferred expense. 

Work ill P r o g r e s s represents 
chaige.s foi“ work that has been 
finished but not yet billed to the 
CHS tome I'. 

The type of business determines 
what a reasonable rale of return on 
stockholder equity i,s. To illustrate 
this pi'inciple, consider for a moment, 
the ililTercnce betwetm slight capital 
risks and substantial ones as respec- 
tively represented in the case of 
Public Utility Comiuinics and Build- 
ing and Construction Coiniuinies. 
Sales of a public utility company are 
camjiaratively stable and can be esti- 
mated in advance with reason aide ac- 
curacy, So can vaiious factors which 
tend to increase the costs such as 
vai'ialde weather conditions. Because 
of this stability, the utility manage- 
ment can take a Imig raiigi^ view and 
dtwelop its ]n;ogram accoi’di ugly. It 
can aw (age the d i sad van t ages of un- 
fa vor able went lie r with the advari- 
ta ges of good w e a I hf * r . A I so the u t i I i ty 
is usually a monojioly in a service 
area ami therefore is unlikely to be 
subjecteil to sudileii changes unless 
the fundamental social conditiems in 
the community have been subject to 
a similar change. If fuel costs or other 
ope ratings expenses go up, resiilthig 
in ope I'a ting losses, it can always go 
to tile regulatory cornmis.sion and get 
a rate increase. In other words, the 
prospects of the nlihty comjuiny for 
stability are substantially the same as 
the pi’ospects for stability of the 
economy as a whol^^ Kven government 
itself has no better prospect than 
that, so live rLsk on capital invested 
in public uti lilies Ls negligible. For 
this reason a (I peiccnt rate of return 
on the stockhnldei's' equity is con- 
sidered to he adequate in the public 
utility field. 

Tht' building ani! construction com- 
pany, on the other hand, has nn nor- 
mal expenience. Its sales tUict irate 
rapidly. Its working' force is subject 
to sudden expansion and sininkage, 
with resulting loss in elhciency. It.s 
volunie of business can rarely be 
|jredicted more than a few' weeks in 
advance. Its short term financing pro- 
grams are more complicated and ex- 
pensi%'e. Finally, it operates in a field 
where competition is keen and risks 
accordingly great. In thi.s case, a 
rate of I'eturn of In peicent or 20 per'- 
cent might not be comsidcred un* 
reasonable. 

In the analyse. s of financial state- 
ments, certain terms are used fi'om 
time to time whUdi have not been 
previously mentioned herein. The 
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tmvf} common ones are listerl hei'o 
with a brief definition: 

OpcriitiniT ratio — this is a percent- 
aife fijfore showing the relationship 
botween operating expenses, miiin- 
tenance, depreciation and taxes 
other than income taxes as a total 
to gro»s operating revenues. It af- 
fords ii measure of the etficienry 
with which an enterprise is con- 
ducted fr<im year to year. It is of 
littln value in com pii ring one com- 
pany with another. 

Working nipitaj — is the same as 
net current assets. The figure is 
obtained by subtracting ciin"ent 
Mahilltjc^s from current assets. Cur- 
rent assets include all those assets 
which, in the nonnal course nf Imsi- 
nes.s, aj^e turned into the form of 
cash within a short period of timt% 
«rdinarily% within less than a year, 
and such leniporary investincnls 
that may he re^idily converted into 
cash upon need, 

U, S, Gov^ernment Bonds are a guud 
example r>f this type of temporary 
investment. Many companies buy 
such bonds if they have temporary 
ca.sh surpluses in order to keep the 
money working at imeiX’St, Current 
liabilities, on the opposing side nf 
the balance sheet, are Hosely re*- 
later! to current assets and include 
those debts which will mature and 
have to he |>aid within a year, Tht^y 
i nil irate how a part of the curi-eiit 
assets were obtainer! for the use of 
the business, and include monthly 
accounts payable, short term l)or* 
mwing fmin hanks, etc. Working 
capita! is the excess of curi-ent as* 
sets over current liabililies. Fixed 
as.sets include such items as land, 
buildings and equipment which rep- 
resent long term investments and 
are not for sale unless the com patsy 
gm!S out of business. Fixed liabili- 
ties are longer term obligatiotis 
such as iKmds, which do not fall 
dui^ within one year, Adetpmte 
working capital is essential to a 
healthy business. It shouUI increase 
as the iiusiness volume grows. In- 
adcHjuate working capital can result 
from a number of causes, such as 
payment of unearned interest an*! 
fitvidends, oiierating losses^ extra- 
orilinary loss resulting from inven- 
tory or raw material ileclinea, 

use nf current funds to arid to fixer! 
assi‘tfi| lerluction in the amount nf 
outstanding preferred Rtoek nr 
bonris or expanded volume of busi- 
ness that retjuires more working 
capital than the company has been 
able to accumulate, l*ayment of 
unear ncHl dividends reiluces work- 
ing capital by taking cash while 
leaving liabilities unchanged. Sud- 
den clrops in inventory values are 
the moBl common cause of extra- 
ordinary loHse.s, 

Trying to add fixed assets by j>ay- 
ing for them out of current pmfiLs 
can result in lowering working capital 


to the danger point. This t>oint is 
reached when a comj}any firnls itself 
so short of rash thal M cannot pay 
its current bills. When this happens 
the company’s creditoi^s are apt to 
foi*ce a company into involuntary’ 
banknj ptcy. 

Of the cauae.^ of inadequate work- 
ing capital listed above, the first 
five act as a tirain on it, while the 
last results from I he failure of 
working capital to increase rapidly 
enough to keep pace with the grow- 
ing needs of a business. 

Par value — ia the amount that must 
be paid in by a suhscrilnng stock* 
holder for each shaiv of stock. This 
figure is of little use in deteimiining 
the actual value of thi* stock. 

Paid in surplus““if stock is sold at 
u premium; that is, for more than

Complete Bridge-Tunnel 
At Hampton Roads, Va. 

L. U. N0IiF01,K, V A,— Perhaps 

one of the most tliflicult of union 
labor’s many thousands of traditional 
conti iim lions to modernising Anierini, 
was portrayed in grandiose form 
upon completion of live Hampton 
Roads britlge-tunnel which, despite 
its conitJlexity and vast scope, was 
successful in meeting its target date 
on November 1st without difficulty or 
interruption and — as openly acknowl- 
edged by an official of the contractors 
— with remarkably few grievances. 

B. G. Castles, president of the 
Norfolk Building and Construction 
Tmdes Council (also husiness man- 
ager of Li>oal 80) said, "Union Luhf>r 
is proud of its splendid accomplish- 
ment in the tunnel project. Practi- 
cally every craft rep rose nti>d in the 
Council figured in some phase of the 
work/* He added that "the tunnel, 
in its conM>leted stale, is a monument 
to the comlnned skills and techniques 
of the Building and Construction 
trades of organized luhoi'/^ 

Among the modern equipment for 
successful operation of the three-and- 
oiie- half - mile, $(i() - million, longest 
trench -type tube in the world — ^7,47D 
feet r^^xtal to portal— arc Hi axial- 
vane fans (a ffrst) rapidde of cii'- 
culating :5,408,8lK) cubic feet of air 
per minvite, carbon monoxide detec- 
tors willi automatic signals, auto- 
matic mist dispenser, huge electrically 
controlled floodgates to forestall flood' 
ing of the tunnel and the most 
modern toll collection and recording 
de^es ever developed, which will 
prmide rapid, automatic audit of 
cash fares and commutation tickets 
as well as revenue control. 

Speaking of one-eyed Connelly 
ci'ashing a gate, hcre*s one with a 
brand new aixgle. This accidental or 
intentional incident ha|>pened two 
days loior to the ofllrial opening of 
the tunnel. Hon G. M<'Afee, 72, oil 
magnate td' Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
ami his wife, made a wrong left turn, 
intending to take the (now defunrt) 
ferry, and seeing the lights turnral 
on in the tunnel, mistook it for the 
ferry pier and drove on into the tun- 
nel.

famous Gothard tunnel, but this is 
the prettiest one Uve seen.*'

in the city of Cincinnati. I am writinsr 
about the Cathedral of Saint Peter 
in Chains. The histoi-j- of this beauti- 
ful cathedral isroes hack to the years 
durinj^^ the 1820^s when the first 
cathedral was put into the huildiiuf 
stag'es. Then on N'ovember 2, 1845 
the orig-inal cathedral, called the 
“White Anirel“ was consecrated when 
Archbishop Sanuiel Eccleston of Bal- 
timore, Maryland blessed this beauti- 
ful house of worship. Then in 191^8 
the Archbishop ti'unsfened the cathe- 
dral of the archdiocese to Saint 
Monica because the area around the 
cathedral had deteriorated very batUy, 

Ifi April of 1951 the ileci sioo was 
made to restore the old cathedral. 
This was made possible with the 
work done by 251 parishes which 
pledged |5/J52,4d5. (This sum also 
was to help continue the building of 
Su Gregory Minor Seminary which 
had l^een halted a quarter of a cen- 
tury before.) 

Then began over four years of hard 
work. Delays were caused by the job 
of finding the right kind of bard 
l^eautifui Dayton limestone that was 
necessaiy to match the original stones. 
Bui all kinds of obstacles were over- 
come and the work progressed 
through the following four years and 
on November lird, 1957 this monu- 
ment to God w^as ready for reded i ca- 
tion, with a solemn jiontihcal mass 
with Bishop ,Ioseph H. Albers of 
Lansing, Michigan as celebmni (be 
had been ordained here) and Edward 
Cardinal Mooney of Detroit, as 
speaker. 

This building project over a period 
of four years had an electrical con- 
tract of over ?5l)0,U00 and was han- 
dled by the Bertke Electric Company 
of Cincinnati, one of our very big 
electrical contractors here in the 
Queen City, The superintendent for 
the Bertke Company was our Brother 
member Edw'ard Ochs, who was on 
this job a little over four years. 

One very special item of news con- 
cerning Brother Edward Ochs is the

The 
membership is made up of inside men, 
outside men, neon sign men and T.V.

special rating, Brother U, E. Burns, 
a special high^onsinn conduit instal- 
ler. His territory ia the U, S, A. and 
countries south of lie re. 

Our jurisdiction covers about seven 
counties’ — some L raveling for a busi- 
ness manager — but most the activi- 
ties aie eentered in Palm Beach 
County, which by the way, hmdtu'.s on 
one of the largest lakes in the United 
States, Lake Okeechobee, a center for 
eommeicial and spoit fishing. Many 
of the other counties aie not too well 
populated. During existence, 

not too many problems presented 
themselves, but one thing is sure 
though, that wh<m some problem 
or difiiculty was eiicmintcred, and 
brought to the attention of the local, 
the meml-vers stoml together and 
woikod tilings out with dispatch and 
satisfaction. 

We have quite a few retireil mem- 
bers liere, many of whom came hei'e 
from otheu" local unions in various 
parts of the country. We arc forging 
ahead, keeping in mind the necessity 
of organizing Llie outlying territory, 
conducting a good ap})renticeship 
training program, as well as some 
refresher courses for jous neyinen also 
aTid aiming to tio a good day's work 
for a good dayk'3 pay.

Conducting Research on 
Boron for Rocket Fuel 

L. U. 381, MUSKOGEI-; OKI.A.— 

Greetings from .Muskogee! Our work 
situation here still l(Mjks gortd. At 
present all our members are working 
and we have a few men from other 
locals working here. The Funstell 
Corporation Tantalum |dant is near- 


ing completion and is already in par- 
tial production. The Callory Chemical 
plant is using several men on the 
three phases that have been let and 
the contract for the final and largest 
phase Will he let in December. This 
phase will be about 19 million dol- 
Istrs* and is due to be complett*d in 
about a year. Const imcUon on the 
new General Hospital is underway. 
Due to start soon is a YMCA build- 
ing* a sewage disposal plant, a $3lKI*- 
(KHI addition to the Baptist Hospital, 
a ni!w ti-afbc signal system, various 
park service pi-ojecls totaling about 
half-million dollars and various others. 

Russia’s Sputniks have put an em- 
phasis on the Callory Chomical plant 
It wilt manufacture n new high-euergy 
fuel for i‘ockets, jet planes* etc. The 
main ingredient will be boron which 
the U. S* gets from Death Valley, 
Cali for niu* Much experimenting is 
being done with boron as a fuel* and 
it will very surely be an important 
fuel for many uses before long. The 
United States has no plant at pres- 
ent producing this fuel in commercial 
(plant [ties, but a smaller one is tine 
to be in operation at Law'rence, Kan- 
Biis* hefoix* the one here is operating. 

We have two journeymen classes 
in session now. One is an electronic 
class on basic electronics, after which 
we plan an industrial electronic 
class. The other class is on cable 
splicing. These classes are supported 
by the employers and the attending 
members.

Oregon Jurisdiction

be of interest to other local business 
agents to know what the problems of 
a local union can tie* 

Local fi*10 is mafle up of aliout 
75,000 sijuare miles of rugge<l moun- 
tains with oceasirinnl valleys. Our 
total population la less than one mil- 
lion* Our largest city fa Kugene, Ore- 
gon, with al>oul 75,000 peo[*le* 

There are times when the business 
agent will drive a hundrerl miles to 
coiiflucl a meeting and dud a half 
dozen members present to at tend. 


Ltical 059 is too scattered to hold a 
genera! meeting* As a result the 
local is split up into a number of 
local units, each holding its own meet- 
ings amt each having its own prol>- 
lems. In every unit the industries 
vary* In most of the units the chief 
industry is the branch district of the 
California - Oregon Power Company. 
There are other small industries of 
which there will more to say later* 

To manage such a territoiT takes 
more than a normal amount of corre- 
sjiondence, ami 20 meetings a month 
instead of one* Yet, in spite of the 
conditions, the local has been able to 
ki>ep all the sealtererj units well 
iiitegiated and informed* 

The right to work propaganda is

Amateur Radio Club 
Aids in Disasters 

L. U. 733. PASCAGOULA, MISS.— 

After interviewing Brotheis E, A. 
Brown and R. L* Lide of Local Union 
733, I find we have a very fine organ- 
ization in the Pascagoula Amateur 
Radio Club, This club consists of 
approximately 30 members who are 
constantly on standby for any kind of 
emergency which may arise through 
any of the various disaster problems 
with which we are continually faced. 

The Mobile Disaster Relief Unit is 
on standby at all times and will go 
to any town in Jackson County, Mis- 
sissippi, where relief is needed. It is 
at the beck and call of alt city and 
county officials, Red Cross and Civil 
Defense officials, and any organization 
which deems an emergency exists. It 
can be directed to the most disastrous 
area through emergency units set up 
at the police station, fize station, and 
private homes of all the amateurs 
who comprise this organization. 

The Amateur Club Headquarters is 
centrally located in the building which 
also houses Local Union 733, LR,E,W. 

In the pictures we find depicted the 
Disaster Relief Mobile Unit itself, 
the equipmejit that makes up the unit 
and a typical sight, familiar to quite 
a fe%v Mississippians of these vigilant 


men in action going through an emer- 
gency drill. 

Ail the equipment shown is furn- 
ished by the amateurs themselves 
except one piece. 

First of all we see a Radio-Tele- 
phone 50-watt output, custom made 
rig for the Ingalls Shipbuilding Cor- 
poration of Pascagoula, Mi.ssissippi. 
Also are seen one Stancon 120 watt 
C.W, Transmitter, one army surplus 
receiver, one 115 volt gasoline driver 
power plant, four heavy duty bat- 
teries for 50 watt tx^ansmitter, which 
can also be used in case of po wet- 
plant failure. Omitted in the picture 
is one 120 watt Collins Transmitter 
which was being overhauled at time 
of picture. 

Moi-e equipment Is vitally needed to 
continue the carrying out of success- 
ful missions and this is being solicited 
through the various oi-ganizations 
associated with the Disaster Relief 
Mobile Unit. 

The truck which bouses the equip- 
ment for the disaster unit was initi- 
ated by a 99-year loan from Local 
Union 733 and it has been continued 
through the efforts and spare time 
woi*k of individual amateurs. Local 
Union 733 ha.s pimully adxxiitted that 
these amateurs ai-e also Brother 
members and has also recognized the 
fact that amateui' ladio operators 
have been very instrumental in main- 
taining disaster relief communications 
when all other utilities fail

L. U. Hr>3, KAU CLAIIIE, WIS.— We 

are a mi.xed local of approximately 
1200 memhtus, cover‘ing a large area 
of western Wisconsin and part of 
ea St e r n Minn esot a, 

Oui' members represent the follow- 
ing electrical industries: r*ublic Utili- 
ties, K*E.A. Coops, Line Construction, 
Line Clearance, Telephone, Inside 
Wi remen. Refrigeration, Signs and 
Motor Shops. 

Being scattered over such a large 
area it keeps our business manager 
and his assistant busy atttmding the 
many unit, general, and Executive 
Houixl meetings, as well as policing 
the area. 

The attendance at our inside wire- 
men and general meetings has been 
low. I I hi Ilk too many tnembej-s do 
not realize that this is their local too. 
It surely would make it easier for 
the business manager and all Ihe ufil- 
cers if we had good turnouts at the 
meetings with the members express- 
ing their views* The same applies 


when it comes to tdection of oflieei’Si 
when only about 25 percent of tile 
membership votes. After all this is a 
brotherly organization working ta- 
gether for the best interest of all 
members. 

We should take more active [)ail In 
community affairs by supporting pub- 
lic olficials who are working for us. 

Wi? should also be willing to serve 
when called upon. With all these 
union investigations, organized labor 
has a “hard row to hoe.” \\ve must 
demonstrate to the public that we are 
n part of the community, rather than 
bad boys as some would take us to be. 

Construction work has picked up 
and at present all available wi remen 
are working and it looks like it will 
be good for several months. 

We have an Apprenticeship Train- 
ing Program for inside wuremen and 
motor shop men, jointly sponsored by 
LB.E.W. and N.E.CA* The Joint Area 
Apprenticeship Committee consists of 
eight men, four from LB.E.W. and 
four from N*E*C.A., with a repre*^ 
sentative from the U. S, Department 
of Labor Bureau of Apprenticeship, 
and the co-ordinator of the Vocati<mal 
School* Our business manager attends 
each meeting as consultant. Meetings 
are held every month. This is a five 
year program divided into 10 six- 
month periods, with pay increases 
every six months with four hundred 
hours of related training. They at- 
tend daytime classes four hours |ier 
w-eek, for which they are paid the 
same rate as on Ihe job. 

Every apprentice keeps a daily 
work sheet of the type of work he 
is doing* This is tumed in at the 
end of each month. 

If the committee feeds he is not 
getting a well munded training, he 
may be transfer re<l to another con- 
tractor who can fill Pill y it. Written 
examinations are given each year by 
the committee. A final written exam- 
ination is also given at the end of 
the five-year program* Since 1950 wv 
have held biennial completion cere- 
monies jointly with five other con- 
struction trade locals, with National, 
State and local representatives of 
labor, management and schools, and 
our own members pajlicipating* Al! 
completing apprentices are given a 
Wisconsin Industrial Commission Cer- 
tificate and a National Certificate 
from the Union. Not all construction 
trades issue a national certificate*

Apprentice Training 
At Raytheon Approved 

1,. r. I50:>. WAU'KAM, MASS.— An 

agreement has been signed by Local 
1505 ami the Kaytheon Manufucturirig 
Company for the training of appreo- 
ticeg in the field of Elect ronics. Sign- 
ing for Local 1505 was Business Man- 
ager .Andrew A. McGliiichey and for 
the Raytheon Manufacturing Com- 
pany Leslie E. Woods. Raytheon Di- 
rt>clor of Industrial Relations. It was 
formally approved by the .Massachu- 
setts State Division of Apprenticeship 
which acted as consultant. 

It is believed to be the first pro- 


gram of its kind to be instituted in 
the I'nited States, 

A training center has been fur- 
nished for the training piit»grain at 
L'lO Galen SimA. Watertown. Massa- 
chusetts. 

The t mining program will offer 
training in lwi> specialixcd fields, the 
electrical ,uivd the ebjetro-mechanical. 

The program which will span a 
four-year period coii.siats of 8,000 
hfiurs of progresHivo training on the 
job. and about 1400 hours reluted 
classroom study. The rurriculum will 
htdp qualify apprentices for many 
different classifications. 

During the pn^gnim's first six 
months, apprentices will study at the 
compiiny''s new training center. They 
will then gci into vnrioui ili visions of 
the company, ivlurning periodically 
to the training cmiler for iulvance 
duHaroom work and study. 

Testa were given ff»r approximately 
205 applicants at the training center 
Saturday, Octtdier 10. Classes were 
ataiAfd Novemher 12. 

Upon completion of the program. 
ajKprentices will be awui-ded journey- 
men's cards from lhi» Massachusetts 
Depaitment of Lab<u* and Industries, 
plus a diploma and opportunity in 
Raytheon, 

When the apprentice graduates he 
may then become eligible for the 
electronic technical evening pmgram 
In which he can continue his studies 
at local tmivc4rsitlea toward an AsstJ- 
ciuto Degree in Electronic Engineer- 
ing. This program was also set up 
between Andrew McGlinchey for 
1505 and Mr. Woods for Raytheon,

higher voltages on transmission and 
distribution litu's, and bigger ami 
more complex substations liave in- 
creased the stifely hazard of the elec- 
trical utility imlustry.

It behooves every union memls'r in 
the state of Ohio to inform his family, 
neighbors, and friends alNiut this no 
called ”Right-to-Work” Bill and ex- 
plain the ctTect it will liave on organ- 
ized lakir if it goes in to effect in 
Ohio, Advocates of the hill are work- 
ing \ery bard to brim; this hill lido
